Here  are 
some  tips  on  how  to  spot  bogus  bills,  courtesy  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
of  New  York. 


Genuine:  Fine  crisscrossing  lines  are 
sharp  and  unbroken. 


Counterfeit:  Lines  may  be  blurred 
and  are  often  broken. 


Senuine:  Portrait  appears  lifelike. 
It  stands  out  sharply  from  the 
fine-screen  background  of  regular, 
jnbroken  lines. 


Counterfeit:  Eyes  may  be  dull  or 
smudgy.  Background  may  be  dark 
with  irregular  and  broken  lines.

Genuine:  Saw-tooth  points  around 
rim  are  shatp  and  even. 


Counterfeit:  Points  may  be  b/unt, 
uneven  or  broken.  Seal  lacks  clarity. 


Genuine:  Figures  are  evenly  printed 
and  well  spaced. 


Counterfeit:  Figures  may  be  out  of 
line,  poorly  spaced  or  printed  too 
light  or  too  dark. 
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
